Not a single case of yellow fever has been 


reported al Galveslon, Texas, this year, al- 
though that city was fonueily accustomed 
to have an epidemic once in three or four 
years, and seldom escaped whenever the fe- 
ver raged either in other Gulf ports or the 
interior cities of the South. The healthiness 
of Galveslon, this summer, is unquestiona- 
bly due more to the perfect sanitary condi- 
tion of the city than lo Ihe strict quarantine 
that has been maintained against infected 
ports. 


The sanitary history of Galveslon as told 


by Col. A. II. Bi-.lo, Lho proprietor of The 
Gati'etlon JVcies, tn.iy he studied with profit, 
not only by Ihe people of Southern cities, 
but also by the authorities of all commercial 
centres iu the North into which there is con- 
stant danger that Ihe fever will be imported. 
The last great yellow fever epidemic at Gal- 
veston was in JS7ti, and it was one of the 
worst fiom which the city had ever sufleied. 
The disease was intioduccd from Indianola, 
and it spread like lire among dry prairie 
grass, to nearly all pait of the city. At that 
time there was standing water under nearly 
all of the older houses iu the city and under 
many of the now ones, and it was noted thai 
where this stagnant water was must abun- 
dant the fevei spread mosl rapidly and was 
mostt'a'al. 
Aftel this discovery it was de- 


termined to r.iise the grade of the city four 
foot, and lo require that the space beneath 
every building thai had water under It should 
be filled up with sand. Al the same lime, 
the drainage of the cily, which, like that of 
New Oi leans, has to be upon the surface, 
was greatly improved, and moic stricl sani- 
lary icgul.itions were adopted and enforced. 
Ever since 1S07 there have- been frequenl 
and IhoiMugh house-to-house inspections 
during the summer months, beginning on 
the first of may, the abatement of all nui- 
sance and careful cleansing and disinfection 
of alleys and passages. In Ibis way Galves- 
IOL bus been made the clsanest city in the 
United States, and public opinion there is 
such tijat llr) interfe'ence with Ihe Board of 


alu,, which consists of eminent physi- 


cians who serve wit'10111 pay, will be per- 
«"tled. 


In 1873 the yellow fevor was very fatal in 


Memphis, Shreveport, and at one or two 
f'aces in Texas. Galveston did nol quar- 
antine against interior places lhat were in- 
fected, but allowed itself to be made a city 
if refuge by people fleeing from the disease. 
During the season a considerable number of 
persons who hart contracted the disease else- 
where were sick of yellow fever in Galves- 
on, and twenty-nine persons died, but the 
ever did not spread, and there was nol a 
single case known in which it was con- 
Iracled in the city. In other words, the 
yellow fever proved not to be contagious in 
'jalveston in 1873. 


Durinz the same summer Galveston quar- 


ranlincd against New Orleans, where there 
were some cases of fever. A committee of 
New Orleans physicians visited Galveston, 
;or the purpose of showing that there waa 
no epidemic in the former city, and luring 
iheir stay they were entertained by Ihe cily. 
On Ihis occasion a full discussion of the 
mpans of prevenlinir the introduction of the 
yellow fever took place, the participants be- 
ne gentlemen who hart had great experience 
with the disease, and the conclusion reached 
was that a quarantine could not be strict 
enough to protect a city from yellow fuver 
unless caro was also taken to keep its sani- 
tary condition good. 


It is now eleven years since yellow fever 


has been epidemic in Galveston, and the 
people of lhat city believe that with proper 
attention to sanitary precautions they need 
never suffer again as they did in 1887. 
It 


will probably be found when the history of 
the present epidemic in the South is written 
that in every city which has sufliired the soil 
had been prepared for the introduction and 
spread of the disease by Ihe neglect to ob- 
serve sanitary rules. 
The yellow fever

WASHINGTON LETTER. 


WASHINGTON, O. 0., Oct. G, 1878. 


EDITOU GAZETTE:—If anyone outside 


of our fair city is unfamiliar with and wants 
for tho first lime to ex(>oricnce tlitf sensation 
of supreme disgust, ho is invited to call here 
and be.au eye witness of what our good 
citizens have had laid to their forfearaiica 
during the last few days In tho manifesta- 
tions of Cohen, the vagabond labor disturber, 
of whom wo have had occasion to speak In 
a former letter. 
Growing bolder, from tho 


silence with which the authorities seemed 
disposed to treal him, which, by the way, 
his followers construed into power, he galu- 
oi'od and harangued these tramps, and 
worked upon them until they were ready lo 
follow him into any kind of mischief, under 
oalhs to supporl him or die in the attempt; 
imagined two hundred of these ragged and 
Ignorant men, in solemn procession, headed 
by this crack-brained leader, decorated wllli 
blue badges and scarfs, and wearing a cav- 
alry sword, making the rounds of the pnpllc 
buildings, calling upon the heads of Depart- 
ments, demanding alleged rights, and issu- 
ing instructions as to how public buildings 
should be conducted, and you hare idea of 
the fellow's impudence. At tho Agricultu- 
ral Department they forced their way in 
past a resisting ollicer. The {Secretaries of 
the Interior and Treasury gave them short 
audiences, but plainly told them the law war 
faithfully being carried 'out In each of their 
departments, which would be adhered to. 
Nightly the space in front of Oily Hall wit- 
nessed this uncouth crowd and listeners to 
low, wild and incendiary languaee. 
But 


who could resist laughing at tho ridiculous 
spectacle their last street parade presented. 
This ape of power and show, Cohen, by the 
aid of hat collections from his crowd, hired a 
carriage, and with his secretary headed th« 
procession ; next came a cart hauling a big 
bell, on which another negro, with a ham- 
mer, knocked out discordant sounds; this 
was followed by a double file of white and 
black mixture of 
humanity, numbering 


about two hundred. Among the many in 
stances of reckless impudence, we will sim- 
ply mention one. Calling upon the prom I- 
ncut grocers, Messrs, Dal! & Hume, they de- 
manded rations " for the boys." These 
gentlemen tiskcd for a fitlle lime to see to it, 
during which interval they sum monad the 
police. It Is B significant fact that the Treas- 
ury is put under guard by a force of 250 
men, armed with rifles and two companies 
of art illery. The authorities havo, however, 
tardily taken the maltei in hand,'and these 
distui banccs are to be summarily suppressed. 
In this connection it may be well to »dd 
that the eight hour law has been adopted on 
public works here. The wages are to re. 
main the same fos the eight that was for- 
merly paid for ten hours. The workmen' 
however, will be permitted lo work the two 
hours extra, and be paid for the same. 


Think of one man having a claim of $100,- 


000,000 against a government too poor to 
pay It. Such is Ihe predicament of Peru, 
and steps are now taking lo lay it before 
Congress next winter, iu order that that 
government may be impressed wilh the mo- 
rality of paying its honest debts to one of 
our citizens. Some forty years ago, Peru 
passed an act offering to any person who 
would make valuable discoveries In her ter- 
ritories, lhat would add to her wealth, one- 
third of the value of all such discovery. A 
French scieulist undertood the task, travel- 
ing all through the Peruvian wilds, and 
succeeded Iu bringing lo light, and after- 
wards the exportation of the immense de- 
posits of guano, from which Ibc government 
realized $300,000,000. The one-third was 
so large Peru could not pay II, and a com- 
irornise was agreed upon, but a revolution 
making out, defeated the Intention. The 
debt was finally repudiated by the President; 
afterwards revived, to again and again sus- 
tain reverses, until the claimant had finally 
exhausted all his money. His brother, a 
[jouisiauaii, came to bis aid fora one-half 
nterest in the claim, and now al this lale 
dale an effort is to be made to make it a na- 
Jonal matter.
